*  appeared  and  appr  .Jiitd  the  tbnmu 
with  three  low  ohci  .anw.  A  i.Umn  l, 
with  purple  ccs:.:o5i,  having  Loon 
la-ought  ainl  placed  on  the  lowest  of  the 
stepa  leading  up  to  the  throne,  the  king 
commanded  the  candidate  to  l*  seated 
and  thereupon  addressed  a  few  compli¬ 
mentary  words  to  him,  recalling  the 
services  at  his  family  to  the  dynasty  in 
bygone  ages.  Alfonso  concluded  his  lit¬ 
tle  speech  by  extending  his  hand  to  be 
kisaed,  at  the  aaiuc  tmi4  directing  him 
to  take  his  place  among  the  peers.

Idaho’s  Island  Wonder. 

Henry  lake  is  a  beautiful  body  of  wa¬ 
ter  with  an  area  of #u bout  41  square 
miles  and  is  situated  on  the  dome  of 
the  continent  in  a  depression  in  the 
Rocky  mountains  near  Tu«eea  pass, 
Idaho.  Henry  lake  is  of  no  consequence 
itself,  but  it  is  t£e  “home”  of  a  most 
wonderful  floating  island,  which  is  seen 
first  on  one  aide  of  the  lake  and  then  on 
the  other.  The  island  is  about  300  feet 
in  diameter  and  has  for  its  basis  a  mat 
of  roots  and  decayed  vegetation  suffi¬ 
cient  to  support  large  trees  and  a  dense 
growth  of  underbrush.  The  edges  of 
this  floating  island  are  thin,  of  course, 
but  near  the  center  it  is  several  feet 
thick  and  of  sufficient  strength  to. sup¬ 
port  a  good  sited  summer  hotel,  if  some 
one  could  be  found  that  would  care  to 
make  such  a  venture.  Them  is  a  good 
sized  willow  Jbioket;  near  tpe  center  of 
the  island,  and  sc&Aercd  arpnnd  among 
them  are  several  dif-arf  pines  and  asp¬ 
ens.  These  tret's  catch  the  breeze  which 
is  continually  blowing  over1  this  highly 
situated  lake,  and.  acting  as  sails  on  a 
boat,  move  the  300  foot  island  hither 
and  thither  over  thi  40  square  miles  of 
water  at  their  will.  Old  mountaineers 
who  are  well  used  fjo  all  kinds  of  queer 
things  declare  that|  the  floating  island 
of  Henry  lake  is  the  most  wonderful 
thing  to  be  seen  in  ihe  mountain  regions 
of  the  United  states. — SL  Louis  Re¬

In  case  you  Inal  really  wanted 
what  you  bought  you  would  have  per- 
hup4  bought  it  somewhere  else,  und  the 
regular  trade  thus  millers  from  the  loss 
of  your  custom.  In  c-.jtq  of  very  largo 
fairs,  like  tho  “sanitary  fairs”  in  war- 
'inie,  tho  ordinary  local  trade  unque*- 
tio.n-.bly  suffers,  perhaps  for  u  whole 
year,  and  the  community  is  thus  impov- 
e. idled  to  a  degree  in  one  way  so  that 
it  may  bo  helped  in  ofh<?r  ways.

Crbaa  Development  la  tho  South. 

|  The  rural  south,  c^pix-iaUy  in  the  old¬ 
er  portions,  ia  economically  speaking, 
far  from  progressive,  and  what  was  once 
the  single  occupation  of  the  southern 
gentleman  is  now  the  last  that  he  would 
voluntarily  assume.  In  the  rich  valley 
and  ou  the  grazing  lands  of  southwest 
Virginia,  in  parts  of  Georgia  and  in  tho 
bine  grass  region  of  Tennessee  farming 
pays  fairly,  owing  to  the  greater  thrift 
of  the  inhabitants  and  to  the  fertility  of 
the  soil,  but,  on  the  whole,  the  progress 
of  the  new  south,  like  that  of  the  rest  of 
tho  country,  certainly  has  not  taken  this 
direction.  It  is  through  its  urban  de¬ 
velopment  only  that  the  section  has 
justly  earned  its  sobriquet. 

New  cities  like  Roanoke,  Va.,  have 
sprung  up  ou  ground  that  30  years  ago 
was  parceled  iuto  farms.  Antebellum 
villagi  s  have  become  large  cities,  as  in 
the  case  of  Atlanta  and  Chattanooga. 
Ohl  towns  like  Nashville  und  Richmond 
have  token  a  fresh  lease  of  life  und  be¬ 
come  rich  and  progressive.  A  new  rail¬ 
road  has  made  the  fortune  of  this  place, 
a  new  textile  or  other  industry  has 
caused  the  growth  of  that.  And  all  this 
program  has  been  due  to  the  abolition  of 
slavery  and  to  the  destruction  of  prop¬ 
erty  cuusmI  by  the  civil  war.  The  south¬ 
ern  r  of  the  last  3D  years  has  Bimply 
laul  to  work  in  order  to  live,  and,  like 
the  rest  ot  tho  world,  he  has  preferred 
the  town  to  tho  country. — W.  P.  Trent 
in  Atlantic.

A  M<*i*ter  Mastc.1  Instrument. 

The  most  gigantic  harp  ever  con¬ 
structed,  as  far  o4  the  record  goes,  was 
that  made  by  Veritan,  the  provost  of 
Bnrkli,  near  Basel,  Switzerland,  In 
1787.  That  was  a  long  while  ago,  but 
tho  fame  of  M.  Veritau’s  gigantic 
harp  was  such  that  it  is  still  occasional¬ 
ly  mentioned  by  writers  on  the  rare  and 
the  wonderful,  just  as  the  sea  serpent, 
bloody  rain,  live  mastodons,  etc.,  are. 
M.  Veritan’s  colossal  musical  instru¬ 
ment  was  320  feet  in  length,  and,  on 
th  .it  account,  was  constructed  in  an  open 
lot  instead  of  in  a  harp  factory.  It  was 
most  simple  in  construction,  consisting 
cf  15  wires  strung  tightly  between  two 
poles.  These  wires  were  of  different 
sizes,  the  largest  being  000-sixth  of  an 
inch  in  diameter  and  the  smallest  ane- 
twelftli  of  an  inch.  They  were  stretched 
north  and  south  and  inclined  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  form  an  angle  of  from  20 
to  30  degrees  with  the  horizon.  This 
queer  instrument  was  not  intended  as 
aa  exaggerated  toy,  but  waa  constructed 
for  the  express  purpose  at  foretelling 
changes  in  tho  weather,  which  were 
calculated  by  Professor  Veritan  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  different  tones  the  instrument 
mode  when  the  wind  was  blowing 
through  it. — St  Louis  Republic.
